Captain, who had ordered the eldelt.of them tobe 
put in irons. On the night of the 12th of Auguft, 
as the commander and his mate retired to re(ft, af- 
ter the fatigues of the day, the two Italians found 
means to gain over to their party the Carpenter and 
cook. ‘They altogether made up to the boatfwain, 
- and, with one blow, fevered his head ftom the bo- 
dy, without his uttering a fingle groan, The fleep- 
ing officers were the next victims to their rage ; 


got up, defended himfelf, followed the. aiffaflins 
upon deck ; but there he was {tabbed by one of 
them, and “inftantly thrown overboard. The 
Sicur Bois, mafter, was the only man that could 
oppofe them: His death was refolved upon; but 
at his earneft folicitation, they {pared his life 
provided he would engage to kill the cabin-boy, 
who, ‘in his fright, had fled for fafety to the 
hatches. “The bloody, monfters called him up in 
the mildeft terms, afluring him he had nothing to 
| apprehend ; but the too credulous yourh no fooner 
appeared, than Bois plunged a dagger into his heart. 
He biimfelf did. not remain long unpunithed for this 
act of cruelty : the cook perceived, an.i advifed his 
accomplices, that Bois had privately feized upon the 
Captain’s chelt,. Alarmed at this intelligence, the 
murderers offered to thoot him; but he begged to 
be thrown into the fea, in hopes, no doubt, that, as 
he was a good {wimmer, he. could eafily reach the 
thore, which was at no confiderable diftance. His 
requeft_ was complied ‘with ; but the Felafcos per- 
ceiving that he had attempted to fwim, took to the 
boat, and jointly {track him .with their oars till he 
funk to,the bottam. They then returned to the 
fhip, loaded the boat with every thing valuable, and 
then bored a hole in the bottom of the former to 
fink her ;. previdentially, however, the veffel, borne 
up by the tide®entered the port.
